takeover Shareholders of 
Petro-Canada voted 
overwhelmingly Thursday 
in favor of Suncor Energy 
Inc.’s $22.2-billion 
takeover of the oil compa¬ 
ny, moving Canada’s 
largest energy deal a step 
closer to completion. 

At a meeting in Calgary, 
Petro-Canada shareholders 
voted 96 per cent in favour 
of the transaction, which 
was first announced in 
March. 

Petro-Canada shares 
jumped $2.20, or nearly 
five per cent, to $47.20 on 
the Toronto Stock Ex¬ 
change. Suncor, which has 
offered 1.28 of its shares 
for each Petro-Canada 
share, was up $1.82, or five

Over the course of the 
six-week trial, witnesses 
claimed the woman was 
abusive and neglectful. 

She will spend three 
years in custody.

Obama calls for 'new beginning' with Islamic world 


U.S. President Barack 
Obama sought to change 
Muslim perceptions of the 
United States on Thursday 
in a speech that urged 
Arabs and Israelis to 
declare in public the reali¬ 
ties he said they accept in 
private. 

Addressing the world's 
more than one billion Mus¬ 
lims from Cairo, Egypt, 
Obama called for a “new 
beginning” in ties between 
Washington and the Islam¬ 
ic world in his speech that 
also tackled grievances 
over two U.S.-led wars and 
tensions over Iran. 

Some Muslims welcomed 
Obama’s fresh tone after 
George W. Bush’s depar-

ture even as others ex¬ 
pressed frustration that he 
failed to outline specific 
changes to U.S. policy, re¬ 
flecting scepticism in the 
region Obama must still 
overcome. 

In his keynote speech, 


occasionally interrupted by 
shouts of "we love you," 
Obama said he did not 
want U.S. troops to stay in 
Iraq or Afghanistan forever 
and offered mutual respect 
in seeking to resolve differ¬ 
ences with longtime foe, 
Tehran. 

“We meet at a time of 
tension between the Unit¬ 
ed States and Muslims 
around the world — ten¬ 
sion rooted in historical 
forces that go beyond any 
current policy debate," 
Obama said in the address 
that included quotes from 
Islam’s holy book, the 
Qur’an. 

“I have come here to 
seek a new beginning be¬ 


tween the United States 
and Muslims around the 
world, one based upon mu¬ 
tual interest and mutual re¬ 
spect,” he said. “America 
and Islam are not exclu¬ 
sive, and need not be in 
competition... This cycle of 
suspicion and discord must 
end,” he said. 

Highlighting hostility 
the U.S. leader faces from 
some quarters, al Qaida 
leader Osama bin Laden, in 
a message on a website, 
warned Muslims against al¬

Three businesses in Ed¬ 
monton have been forced 
to shut down by city police 
who allege there were sex¬ 
ual activities being ex¬ 
changed for cash inside. 

The Vegas Spa at 10536 - 
101 St., the Kingsway Spa 
at 10408 -118 Ave., and Es¬ 
cape and Relax Massage at 
6510 - 118 Ave. are now 
shut down after police con¬ 
ducted a two-month inves¬ 
tigation. 

Police say the investiga¬ 
tion kicked off in April 
when city cops received a 
tip about a suspected 
bawdy house that was op¬ 
erating under a city mas¬ 
sage parlour licence near 
105 Avenue and 101 Street. 

A search warrant at the 
business and the owner’s 
home near 112 Street and 
104 Avenue also led inves¬ 
tigators to search two busi¬ 
nesses along 118 Avenue 
and lay charges, police 


said. 

And as investigators 
were conducting a search 
warrant at Vegas Spa, they 
caught a suspect who was 
allegedly sexually assault¬ 
ing one of the female em¬ 
ployees inside, said police. 

“We have a vice section 
that will investigate these 
types of establishments 
when complaints come 
forward,” said Karen Carl¬ 
son, a police spokes¬ 
woman.

minutes of his speech. 

But that middle name 
sparked quite the fight be¬ 
tween my heart — so easily 
charmed by his eloquence 
and intelligence — and my 
head, which holds Obama to 
a higher standard.

Heart and 
head are furious that my 
country does America’s dirty 
work. 

Oh, how he thrilled my 
heart by bringing up 
women’s rights but why, oh 
why, head demanded, did he 
have to keep mentioning 
headscarves eveiy time he 
spoke of Muslim women? 

Yes education, small busi¬ 


ness loans and political in¬ 
volvement are all important 
for this Muslim woman’s 
heart and head, but I wish 
Obama had assured the 
women and girls of 
Afghanistan that their rights 
would not be sacrificed for 
the sake of a ceasefire or 
truce with the Taliban or 
other violent extremists. 

Democracy greatly con¬ 
cerns both heart and head. 
Many Muslims around the 
world are upset with the U.S.

What she thinks is that 
Bill 44 is stupid, unneces¬ 
sary and will place a chill 
in the classroom. Bill 44 
was just passed as part of 
Alberta’s human rights leg¬ 
islation. It gives parents 
the right to be notified and 
pull their kids out of class 
should sexuality, sexual 
orientation or religion be 


discussed. 

The teacher-mom-soccer 
manager tells me Alberta 
parents already have the 
right to decide if their kids 
can take sex ed, or any oth¬ 
er class. She knows some 
parents ask for alternate 
assignments when curricu¬ 
lum varies from their be¬ 
liefs. She’s good with that. 

Bill 44 is clearly imprac¬ 
tical. It assumes that a 
teacher will know what 
will be discussed in a class. 
It assumes every word is 
predetermined. 

So here we have it. Alber¬ 


ta’s new Bill 44 plays pure 
conservative politics. It 
was the so-called rural and 
conservative vote that won 
Premier Stelmach the elec¬ 
tion. He’s fortifying his 
base. Teachers are his ideo¬ 
logical playthings. 

But if the Alberta govern¬ 
ment dares to dictate my 
classroom content, I’ll de¬ 
fend it with pitchfork, 
spatula, and gobs of bitu¬ 
men.

Rising loonie 
a risk: Bank 
of Canada 


dollar The Bank of Cana¬ 
da held its key interest 
rate unchanged Thursday 
at 0.25 per cent, but sent a 
shot across the bow of cur¬ 
rency markets with unusu¬ 
ally strong comments on 
the threat posed by the 
sharp appreciation of the 
Canadian dollar. 

The bank made note of 
recent improvements in 
financial conditions and 
commodity prices and a 
modest recovery in 
consumer and business 
confidence. 

But the bank said all of 
that could be lost if the 
Canadian dollar — which 
rose 9.3 per cent against 
the U.S. dollar in May — 
continues to rise. 

“If the unprecedentedly 
rapid rise in the Canadian 
dollar (which reflects a 
combination of higher 
commodity prices and 
generalized weakness in 
the U.S. currency) proves 
persistent, it could fully 
offset these positive 
factors,” the bank said.

Economy on mend? 

Mixed signals baffle experts, ordinary Canadians 


Is the economy actually 
getting better? The 
answer depends on whom 
you ask. 

It is a classic bulls-versus- 
bears debate, fuelled by a 
flurry of mixed signals. 
While some financial lumi¬ 
naries have declared the 
worst of the crisis over, 
there is still considerable 
concern that those oft-cit¬ 
ed “green shoots” ought to 
be viewed with suspicion. 

In particular, econo¬ 
mists’ increasing reliance 
on double negatives — 
such as “less bad” or “less 
pessimistic” — have left or- 
dinaiy Canadians confused 
about whether the econo¬ 
my is really on the mend. 

For those utterly per¬ 
plexed by all the Bay Street 
bafflegab, David Rosen¬ 
berg, chief economist and 


Jobs report 

With economists expect¬ 
ing a net loss of 42,500 jobs 
when Statistics Canada re¬ 
leases its May labour report 
Friday, the job market could 
remain dreadful for years. 

strategist with Gluskin 
Sheff and Associates, offers 
this assessment: “The pa¬ 
tient is out of the operat¬ 
ing room, but it is not out 
of sick bay by a long shot.” 

He stresses that no one 
should mistake the recent 
rally in equities with a re¬ 
covery in the real econo¬ 
my. 

Rosenberg argues there 
are four key ingredients 
driving the recession: De¬ 
clines in “organic” person¬ 
al income, sales, produc¬ 


tion and employment. 
Those factors have yet to 
bottom out and may not 
until next year. 

But for now, the data are 
indeed “less bad” and 
should be interpreted that 
way. A recovery cannot ma¬ 
terialize until growth rates 
turn positive on a “sus¬ 
tained basis,” he said. 

Scotia Economics, mean¬ 
while, has issued research 
suggesting the global econ¬ 
omy is on the cusp of 
“transitioning from reces¬ 
sion to recovery.” 

The report suggested 
output growth could turn 
positive during the second 
half of the year. Still, the 
contraction in worldwide 
real GDP in 2009 is still 
likely to average 2.7 per 
cent, “a postwar record.”

Bankruptcies jump 33% in April 


data Bankruptcies in Cana¬ 
da jumped in April from a 
year ago as more con¬ 
sumers gave up on paying 
their bills amid the coun¬ 
try’s first recession since 
the 1990s — and things are 
expected to get worse be¬ 
fore they get better. 

Consumer and business 
bankruptcies rose 33 per 
cent to 11,465 in April 
compared with the same 
month last year. 

Surging consumer filings 
offset a drop in business 
bankruptcies to produce 
an overall rise.

risen so dramatically, but 
we’re not surprised. We 
know consumers have 
been struggling for a long 
time,” said Elena Jara, cred¬ 
it counsellor and educa¬ 
tion co-ordinator for Credit 
Canada. “With the current 
financial climate, con¬ 
sumers are giving up.” 


In total, 10,936 personal 
bankruptcies were filed in 
April, up 36.1 per cent 
from the 8,035 in the same 
month a year earlier. 

Business bankruptcies 
fell 10.6 per cent in April, 
to 529, compared with 
April of last year, when 592 
businesses declared bank- 
rupcty. 

A report released last 
month by CIBC World Mar¬ 
kets suggested business 
bankruptcies declined be¬ 
cause companies were tak¬ 
ing “pre-emptive action” to 
slash jobs in the face of the 
economic slowdown.

(Yes Man) plays a raucous 
high-school teacher who 
promises groom Doug 
(Justin Bartha), dentist Stu 
(Ed Helms) and weirdo in¬ 
law Alan (Zach Galifi- 
analcis) their Vegas bache¬ 
lor party will be a “night 
the four of us will never 
forget.” 

Only they do forget, and 
the next morning Stu’s bi¬ 
cuspid is not the only 
thing missing. So is Doug. 

Setting forth to find the 
missing groom and deliver 
him to the altar, the hun- 
gover trio must make 


sense of the tiger in their 
hotel room, the stolen cop 
car in their possession and 
Stu’s new stripper-wife 
(Heather Graham). And 
that’s just the tip of the 
proverbial iceberg. 

The Hangover perhaps 
most cleverly structures it¬ 
self as a mystery, slowly re¬ 
vealing the gags in hind¬ 
sight as the trio tries to 
solve Doug’s disappear¬ 
ance. As such, there’s 
rarely any lag time and the 
surprises are hugely engag¬ 
ing. 

In fact, in spite of the 
slightly anti-climactic out¬

Washington plays average Joe in Pelham

Denzel Washington isn’t 
big on labels. For instance, 
his latest film, The Taking 
of Pelham 12 3 , isn’t a re¬ 
make of the 1974 Walter 
Matthau subway caper. 

“I don’t think it’s a re¬ 
make. It’s a story of a 
hostage situation on a 
train in New York City. 
That’s what the two films 
have in common,” Wash¬ 
ington insists. “I don’t 
know why anyone would 
remake a film.” 

Another label Washing¬ 
ton isn’t fond of is leading 
man. In fact, he bristles at 
the mention of it. “That’s 
something somebody calls 
you when you’re doing 
press junkets,” he insists. 
“I’m not a leading man; 
I’m an actor.” 

And as an actor, what he 
liked most about Pelham 
was the chance to play 
something besides another 
cop or FBI agent. “I was 
concerned about Inside 
Man, where I was a cop 
and a hostage negotiator,” 
he explains. “I liked the 
idea that he was an ordi- 
naiy guy in extraordinary 
circumstances.” 

In fact, preparation for

playing an average MTA 
worker was a breeze. “I 
just ate a lot and kept get¬ 
ting smaller and smaller 
sweaters,” he jokes. 

The movie also gave 
Washington a chance to go 
head to head with John 
Travolta — only they ini¬ 
tially had to keep their dis¬ 
tance from each other. 
“For the first seven or 
eight weeks, we didn’t 
shoot any scenes together 
on-camera, but we were 
developing a relationship 
through the microphone,” 
Washington explains. “It’s 
like an old courtship, over 
the phone. You get to 


know a person. We’d sing 
songs and tell jokes, 
singing Broadway tunes.” 

As a native New Yorker, 
shooting on the subway 
was something of a home¬ 
coming for Washington, 
who admits he used to 
goof off as a kid, sneaking 
down the tunnels a bit 
from the platform, but 
never too far. 

But for this film, he got 
to venture much farther, 
seeing a side of the city few 
get a chance to. Though, 
there’s plenty to see on 
subway itself, as Washing¬ 
ton remembers from his 
youth. “If you could do it 
on the subway, I’ve seen 
it,” he says. “From robbery 
to parenting.”

load of cliche saddled 
tourists straight out of the 
hoariest of fiction. 

We have the obnoxious 
American (fellow Canadian 
funnyman Harland 

Williams) and his snigger¬ 
ing wife; the stereotypical 
Fosters polluted, slang 
speaking Aussies; the 
“nice” and timid Canucks; 
the horny Spanish di¬ 
vorcees, the stuffy Brits and 
the overbearing, anything- 
for-a-laugh bachelor 

(Richard Dreyfuss) who all 
seem less interested in her 
love for Greek history and 
architecture than they do 
for shopping and getting 
smashed. 

Along the way, Georgia 
begins a forehead smack¬ 
ing, would-be screwball re¬ 


lationship with her hirsute 
driver, Poupi Kaclcas (say it 
aloud) whose very name ex¬ 
emplifies the kind of low¬ 
brow, broad and thorough¬ 
ly tired humour that direc¬ 
tor Donald Petrie revels in. 

Petrie (Miss Congeniali¬ 
ty) is a tried and true Holly¬ 
wood hack whose comic 
touch is about as sophisti¬ 
cated as an orangutan in a 
tuxedo and his ham-hand¬ 
ed guidance ensures that 
every single performance, 
every weathered gag and 
dramatic revelation is 
turned up way past 11. 

And that’s really too bad, 
because Vardalos, as she did 
in her first picture, comes 
off as rather likeable and 
the Greek scenery is noth¬ 
ing short of eye filling.

Trucks carves out legacy 



“It’s like the difference between driving a Mac truck and a sports car," says Derek Truck of the 
difference between playing with the Allman Brothers Band and his self-titled solo project.

As part of the Allman 
Brothers Band, Derek 
Trucks spends a great deal 
of his time trying to live 
up to the legacy of guitar 
god Duane Allman. 

It’s a task that could 
drive a lesser guitarist mad. 
Since dying in a motorcyle 
accident 38 years ago at the 
age of 24, Allman has 
achieved legendary status. 
His shoes are not the easi¬ 
est to step into. But over 
the past ten years, Trucks 
has taken up the challenge 
with a brilliance that has 
gained him acceptance 
among the Allmans’ notori¬ 
ously demanding fans as 
well as respect from his 
better known peers. 

At the relatively young 
age of 29, Trucks is widely 
acknowledged as one of 
the world’s great praction- 
ers of electric slide guitar, 
an able successor to Allman 
and a remarkable stylist in 
his own right. 

So despite all the satisfac¬ 
tion he gets playing with 
the Allmans, it’s nice to 
ease himself out of that 
pressure cooker and into 
the comfort of his own solo 
project, The Derek Trucks 
Band. 

“It’s like the difference 
between driving a Mac 
truck and a sports car,” 
laughs Trucks. 

Trucks was talking on 


the phone from New York’s 
Beacon Theatre where the 
Allmans recently complet¬ 
ed a string of 15 soldout 
concerts to celebrate the 
great band’s 40th anniver¬ 
sary. During those shows, 
the Allmans were joined by 
a stunning array of guest 
artists including Eric Clap¬ 
ton, Buddy Guy, Levon 
Helm (The Band), Los Lo- 
bos, Trey Anastasio (Phish), 
Phil Lesh and Bob Weir (the 
Grateful Dead), John Ham¬ 
mond and Sheryl Crow. 
Even then, Trucks found it 
necessary to take a break 
and jam out with his own 
band. 

“My band played a show 
on the last night off, the 
Wednesday night, down in 
Jersey and that was such a 


breath of fresh air,” Trucks 
says. “I felt like we had so 
much more control of the 
direction, just like on the 
drop of a hat. It was really 
nice ... The Allman Broth¬ 
ers run has been amazing 
but, I was actually sur¬ 
prised at how much I en¬ 
joyed being with my guys 
for the one gig we did. I 
think it made me play bet¬ 
ter with the Allmans the 
next night. They kind of re¬ 
fuel each other.” 

Trucks, a native of Jack¬ 
sonville, Fla., comes by his 
talents naturally. As 
nephew to Allmans’ drum¬ 
mer Butch Trucks, he grew 
up with the band’s music. 
His father even named him 
out of respect for Derek 
and the Dominoes, the ear¬ 


ly ‘70s band that paired 
Clapton with Duane All- 
man. 

When Clapton asked 
Trucks to join his band for 
a tour two years ago, he ea¬ 
gerly took up the chal¬ 
lenge. One of the things 
Trucks most remembers 
about that tour was when 
he brought his father to 
Clapton’s English estate to 
meet his idol. 

“He invited me and my 
family out to his place out¬ 
side of London, the place in 
the country that he’s had 
for 40 years,” Trucks says. 
“My dad is a roofer from 
Jacksonville who named 
his son off that record. 
Watching him have after¬ 
noon tea with Eric was sur¬ 
real.”

Cui Jian and the music 
of Tiananmen Square 



n 2006, I took a long, 
slow walk around 
Tiananmen Square, try¬ 
ing to imagine the hor¬ 
rors faced by the un¬ 
told hundreds (thousands?) 
of student protestors who 
were massacred by the 
army that was supposed to 
protect them in June 1989. 

I knew this: Before the 
tanks rolled in, there was 
music. Much of it was from 
Cui Jian, one of the very 
first Chinese rock stars. Tak¬ 
ing cues from records by 
the Beatles, the Stones and 
the Talking Heads smuggled 
in from Bangkok and Hong 
Kong, he started writing 
music. In 1986, he released 
his first album, Rock and 
Roll and the New Long 
March. It eventually estab¬ 
lished him as the Father of 
Chinese Rock and even “the 
Bruce Springsteen of mod¬ 
em China.” 

The comparison isn’t in¬ 
accurate. By 1989, his 
biggest song was Nothing to 
My Name which resonated 
the same way Bom to Run 
did. The narrator of the 
song pleas with a girl to go 
with him, but she scorns 
him for being poor. Al¬ 
though it works as a typical 
boy-girl love song, it was al¬ 
so seen metaphorically as a 
veiy political song, ex¬ 


tolling anti-socialist con¬ 
cepts such as individualism. 
Others interpreted it as a di¬ 
alogue with China itself. A 
rock song said things that 
could never, ever be ex¬ 
pressed in public. 

By the time students be¬ 
gan occupying the square 
that spring, Nothing to My 
Name had been adopted as 
their anthem. Cui was flat¬ 
tered and inspired by the 
risks the protestors were 
taking so he, sporting a 
John Lennon-lilce haircut, 
often showed up to talk and 
occasionally sing with the 
students. No wonder he was 
embraced by some of the 
prominent leaders of the 
movement. 

Then came June 4, 1989. 
Cui and other rock musi¬ 
cians were forced to hide 
out in the provinces for al¬ 
most a year. Even after it 
was safe to come back to 
Beijing, playing gigs were 
risky for the next ten years. 
It wasn’t until he was able 
to play a show in Capital 
Stadium in September 2005 
that Beijing’s unofficial ban 
on his music came to an 
end. 

During my visit to 
Tiananmen Square in 
March 2006, Rolling Stone 
published its first Chinese 
edition. The guy on the cov¬ 
er? Cui Jian. This was also 
the last Chinese Rolling 
Stone. Within a week, its 
publishing licence was tak¬ 
en away by the govern¬ 
ment. Coincidence?

declared that vacci¬

Northrup, who told Oprah 
viewers that “in many

Winfrey insists she is on¬ 
ly trying to open dialogue 
between her viewers and 
their doctors, “including 
doctors’ medical advice 
and personal health sto¬ 
ries,” Winfrey said in a 
statement.

Spiced Pork with 
Sweet Potatoes 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 tbsp (15 ml) canola oil 
4 boneless pork loin chops 
trimmed of fat 

1 red onion, coarsely 
chopped 

2 celery stalks, chopped 
1 large sweet potato, 
peeled and cut into 
sticks 

2/3 cup (150 ml) cranberry 
juice 

2/3 cup (150 ml) chicken 
stock 

1 piece preserved ginger, 
drained and cut into fine 
sticks 

1 tbsp (15 ml) thick-cut or¬ 
ange marmalade 
1 tbsp (15 ml) dry sherry 

1 tsp (5 ml) Chinese five- 
spice powder 

2 star anise 

4 plum tomatoes, 
quartered lengthwise 
Salt and fresh-ground 
black pepper 

3 scallions, shredded 

METHOD: 

1. Heat oil in large Dutch 
oven over medium heat. 
Add pork chops and 
brown, 3 to 4 minutes per 


side; transfer to plate and 
set aside. 

2. Add onion and celery to 
oil remaining in Dutch 
oven and saute 2 to 3 min¬ 
utes. Add sweet potato, 
cover pan, and sweat veg¬ 
etables until soft, 3 to 4 
minutes. 

3. Stir in cranberry juice, 
stock, ginger, marmalade, 
sherry, five-spice powder, 
star anise and a little salt 
and pepper; bring to boil. 
Reduce heat and return 
pork to Dutch oven. Cover 
and simmer 15 minutes. 

4. Add tomatoes, re-cover 
Dutch oven, and simmer 
until tomatoes are lightly 
cooked, but still hold their 
shape, about 5 minutes. 
Taste and add more salt 
and pepper, if necessary. 
Serve garnished with scal¬ 
lions.
